Rep, Adam Clayton Powell (D., N.Y.), who 
most likely to be chairman of the House Labor Committee next year, 
that minimum wage legislation will be given top priority in 1941.

As anticipated, Congress failed to accept the housing bill backed by 
the House Banking Committee. The bill would have bolstered existing aid 
for businesses forced to move because of urban renewal or highway projects. 
In connection with relocation payments, the Internal Revenue Service has 
ruled that those made to individuals are not includable in gross income 
for tax purposes, As far as displaced retailers are concerned, IRS is no 
help at all. The agency states, "Whether relocation payments receiv 
a business are includable in income and whether its relocation expenses 


are deductible will depend upon the particular facts in a given case, 


One measure passed by Congress was the cooperative advertising 
It is designed to overturn an Internal Revenue Service ruling that al 


lowances by manufacturers for local advertising must be added to the 








manufacturers! sales price for purposes of the excise tax on typewriters, 
business machines and other items coming under excises, The new bill 

would permit a manufacturer to deduct from the sales price his portion of 
cooperative costs of advertising, but only for newspaper, radio and TV ads, 
Third class mailing costs would not be affected. Also, the deduction would 
be limited to five percent of the sales price of the article, 


Congress also moved to plug the loophole under which typewriter ribbon 
cloth has been treated by foreign producers so as to make it eligible for 
shipment to this country under a much lower tariff rate for waterproof 
cloth. Without such a bill, the recently increased tariffs on ribbon cloth 
would be largely nullified, 





The Department of Justice has filed antitrust charges against the 
acquisition of the United States Envelope Co. by the West Virginia Pulp and 
Paper Co., contending that it may tend to lessen competition and create a 
monopoly in the envelope industry, thus violating the 1950 anti-merger 
section of the Clayton Act. 








The Census Bureau reports that production of envelope stock increased 
from 226,656 tons in 1958 to 266,623 tons last year, a gain of almost 18 
percent. Production of all grades of writing paper, rag and wood pulp, 
also showed healthy gains over 1958, 


"What you don't know may very well hurt you," is the latest warning to 
retailers from Earl a Federal Trade Commission chairman, The state= 
ment was made in connection with a second claim for FITC jurisdiction over 
the store that sells pe within its own borders, The first claim, in the 
New York City department store case, was that use of advertising which moves 
across state borders is sufficient to cause a retailer to be considered as 
doing business in interstate commerce, The new claim is that a retailer is 
doing interstate business when he buys from a supplier in another state, 








What the Commission is now aiming at is the practice by many stores 
of inducing an allowance from suppliers in connection with special sales, 
Founder's Day promotions and the like, FTC claims that not only is a sup- 
plier making such an allowance to one and not all of his customers in vioe 
lation of the law, but so also is the store that induces the allowance, 
Addressing himself to retailers, the FTC chairman said, "It may surprise 
many of you to learn that the dealer who sells only within the boundaries 
of his own state, and thus is in the habit of regarding himself as immune 
from our jurisdiction, may nonetheless find himself involved with this 
(Robinson-Patman Act) provision if the seller from whom he induces the 
allowance and purchases the merchandise is in another state,"

then 22, was working for a small 
California dealer. He had entered 
the industry several years earlier 
as an employee of one of the big 
four domestic typewriter manufac- 
turers. One thought kept going 
through his mind: “There must be 
a better way to service office ma- 
chines.” 

Mr. Bell has been in business 
for himself 26 years now, but it 
was only about six years ago that 
his “dream shop” actually started 
taking shape. The ideas and much 
of the planning had gone before. 
The execution of these plans began 
when Bell Typewriter Co. moved 
to its present building at 131 8th 
St., just two blocks off San Fran- 
cisco’s busy Market Street. 

Starting with this 4,000 square 
foot shell with three full levels 
and a mezzanine, Mr. Bell first 
installed a dratting table and put 
to use some of the mechanical 
drawing skills he originally ac- 
quired in a six-month junior high

school course. Since then, he has 
designed or re-designed every work 
bench, shelf, cabinet, parts drawer 
and tool bin in the building to 
conserve human energy. He made 
most of the fixtures himself in a

basement workshop. Even many 
of the tools are custom made. 

The result is a service center so 
clean and orderly that it awes 
visitors and new employees alike. 
The company’s staff is as cosmo- 
politan as San Francisco itself. Bell 
employees come from as far away 
as Hawaii and The Netherlands, 
but none has seen a plant to com- 
pare with Tony Bell’s.

“A place for everything and 
everything in its place,” is the 
stock phrase used by Mr. Bell in 
describing his operation. His pas- 
sion for efficiency and order is evi- 
dent in many other facets of the 
business. 

Work in the shop is kept on open 
shelves, seven deep, with large ar- 
row markers telling mechanics 
which machine to work on next. 
Shelf tops are surfaced with metal 
so that machines will slide off eas- 
ily. 

Four-wheel, double-shelf carts 
are used throughout the building 
to transport four typewriters at a 
time from place to place and avoid 
the risk of frequent heavy lifting. 

Stainless steel plates are being 
installed on the wall above tanks 
in the $6,000 cleaning room at the 
rear of the second floor. A com- 
pany policy of quitting work and 
cleaning up at 3 p. m. every Fri- 
day makes even this room a model 
of cleanliness. 

The company uses what it be- 
lieves to be the largest air com- 
pressor in the business and Mr. 
Bell has designed and built a pre- 
cision typewriter gauger which 
completely eliminates guess work 
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in soldering type bars. 

It is no wonder that the business 
has been built on repairs.

Not all the items you sell gen- 
erate profit at the same rate 
A sale with a seemingly accept 
able gross profit percentage 


may even result in a direct loss 


I: the competitive scramble for 

sales, it is easy to lose sight of 
the fact that increases in sales vol- 
ume do not always mean increases 
in operating profits. 

Some stores have literally pro- 
moted themselves out of business 
by running price promotions on 
items which are extremely expen- 
sive to handle. One large depart- 
ment store sold thousands of small 
office tables before they realized 
that handling and delivery costs 
on the item were so large that 
every sale resulted in a direct loss. 

Mistakes of this kind are easy 
to make for several reasons: 

1. Retailers tend to focus their 
attention on sales volume and as- 
sume that all other elements will 
take care of themselves if they 


keep the sales index at a high 
point. 

2. They tend to believe that a 
group of items which all carry the 
same gross profit percentage are 
all equally profitable. 

3. They make little attempt to 
analyze handling costs by product 
line or by item. 

Most of us are aware of the facts 
in the cost situation and we rea- 
lize that we are careless about pay- 
ing proper attention to them. In 
this year when there is so much 
emphasis on cost control, it will 
pay us to examine our cost varia- 
tions by product lines very care- 
fully. Let me suggest a simple 
procedure for making a_ product 
cost analysis. 

On a sheet of analysis paper list 
the product lines which you carry 
in your store or warehouse in the 
left hand column. Next enter the 
sales volume per year for each 
product line in the next column. 
Following those figures list the 
gross profit for each product and 
also the gross profit as a percent- 
age of sales. These last two steps 
may require that you make some 


calculations, but the results of this 
analysis will prove to be worth fa 
more than the efforts involved, 
By determining the total sales 
and the total gross profit, you will 
be able to determine your average 
gross profit in your business. Prob. 
ably you already know this figure, 
Devote the next few columns to 
cost breakdowns by functional cost 
centers similar to those which we 
discussed in the previous article 
entitled “History vs. Analysis ip 
Cost Control.” This can be accom. 
plished by making a few simple 
steps. First break down your total 
expenses into the totals by fune- 
tional areas. Enter these in the 
total columns at the bottom of the 
chart. Next translate the fune- 
Lional totals into percentages of net 


Cost Control hy Product Line 


The percentages thus de- 
rived represent the average cost 
per dollar of sales value for per- 
forming the particular function for 
the entire operation. 

Now move back up into the un- 
filled spaces above the functional 
totals and averages. Take one 
product line at a time and con- 
sider how the cost of performing 
each individual function compares 
with the average cost of perform- 
ing that function in your whole 
operation. For example, if your 
average warehousing cost is 13 
percent of sales, an item which re- 
quires more space and more time 
than normal in the warehouse 
might be assigned a warehousing 
cost of 2.6 percent or even more. 
Of course, there must be as many 
variations below normal as there 
are above if your calculations are 
meaningful. 

Each space in the chart should 
be treated in the same way. Some 
of the entries can be made quickly 
but others will probably require 
considerable study. This study 
should prove to be very valuable 
in that the need for the study 


sales. 
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stems from a lack ot knowledge 
conccrning vital parts of your op- 
eration. The findings of these 
studies may well prove to be the 
most valuable by-product of this 
cost analysis. 

The next step is to add up the 
horizontai lines on the charts. That 
is to say, you should derive the 
total expense, expressed in per- 
centages, for each of the product 
lines. If one wished to expend the 
time and energy it would be pos- 
sible to compute these expenses 
with considerable accuracy. How- 
ever, you will find that the method 
suggested here will produce excel- 
lent estimates which are surpris- 
ingly accurate. They will serve 
adequately for the purposes of 
cost analysis if you have been hon- 
est in your estimates. 

Next subtract the total expense 
from the gross profit for each profit 
line. Some very revealing varia- 
tions will result from this calcula- 
tion. Some products will be shown 
as very profitable, some will be 
average, and others will appear to 
be generating direct losses. 

It is not the purpose of this 
article to try to direct the type of 


action which will be taken as a 
result of cost analysis. Merchan- 
dising decisions do not necessarily 
follow any set rules. It is impor- 
tant, however, that such decisions 
should not be made without good 
knowledge of the actual facts sur- 
rounding the situation. A few gen- 
eralizations may prove to be help- 
ful. 

1. We should not expect all items 
or lines to generate profits at the 
same rate. Competitive situations 
vary among product lines. Also 
there are historic variations in 
gross margins which will affect the 
eventual profit. 

2. We should not expect handling 
costs to be the same for all prod- 
ucts. We should, however, inves- 
tigate every case where expenses 
appear to be heavy and try to un- 
cover any unusually wasteful prac- 
tices. 

3. We should not yield to the 
temptation to give up in despair 
if we are not able to correct all 
conditions where high expenses 
prevail. These high handling costs 
may be inherent in the nature of 
the product. 

4. We can make use of the re- 


wu jeicd 





sults of the product line cost analy- 
sis in making important merchan- 
dising decisions. It is only good 
sense to try to spur the sales of 
the more profitable products 
through all sorts of sales promo- 
tion devices. By the same token, 
we should be careful not to pour 
money into the promotion of non- 
profitable items. 

5. Finally, when we have devel- 
oped a good body of knowledge 
about our costs we should experi- 
ment to see how variations in sales 
volume affect the expenses of the 
several product lines. It is always 
a mistake to believe that costs 
hold constant regardless of sales 
volume. As long as an item shows 
some direct profit, it is usually 
possible to increase the profit per 
item by stepping up sales efforts. 

Some large dealers have taken 
to making cost studies by individ- 
ual items. Such studies can be very 
expensive. Nevertheless, it is this 
kind of forward thinking that has 
brought about some of the spectac- 
ular retailing successes of recent 
years. Success starts with knowl- 
edge. Knowledge stems from analy-

In the case of Noris, Kay and W. H. Nelson, co- 
owners of Nelson Office Supply, Odessa, Texas, one 
event changed their entire merchandising outlook,

retail operation and their store’s appearance. 

The event was last year’s NSOEA convention at 
Chicago’s Conrad Hilton Hotel. And, more specif- 
ically, the model office supply store which was shown 
there. 

After returning from the convention, Noris and 
Kay Nelson critically re-appraised their own store, 
using the merchandising concepts and techniques of 
the model store as a guide. Although they had beea 
operating their store on a semi self-selection basis for 
nearly ten years, they discovered they were behind 
times in view of recent innovations. Their store was 
not properly departmentalized; inerchandise was dis- 
organized; there was a bizarre assortment of unat- 
tractive and inefficient display equipment and floor 
space was not being used effectively. 

It was then that the Nelsons contacted Karl 
Keck, a store equipment maker’s representative lo- 
cated in the Dallas Trade Mart. Together, the men 
extensively replanned Nelson’s 50 by 75 foot store 
with a view to incorporating the outstanding features 
of the model store. 

After the replanning was completed, the exten- 
sive remodeling project began. The existing wood 
“cubbyhole” wall fixtures, sliding-glass showcases, 
folding tables and nondescript island units were 
scrapped. With the store almost bare to the walls, 
the floor was highly polished, walls were painted and 
walnut paneling was installed above the new gift 
department—the only remodeling done besides the 
installation of new fixtures. 

In redesigning the store’s layout, Mr. Keck re- 
positioned the cash register from a counter in the 
rear to a lobby checkout at the front. Departments 
were set up with envelopes, paper, forms, binders and 
similar items on wall units. Five island units were 
also departmentalized, with one island being devoted 
to small office machines, showing such items as 
staplers and staples. Another island was devoted to 
gift stationery. With the balance of the islands, the 
Nelsons now carry a full range of office supply mer- 
chandise. Wide aisles separate the islands for shopping 
ease and convenience. 

Taking a cue from the NSOEA model store, the 
Nelsons installed many of the special fixtures which 
were introduced and featured in the model store. 
One of these is a “blotter case,” a cabinet with 12 
sliding shelves holding a large inventory of awkward 
desk pads and blotters in a small space. 

Another “special” incorporated at Nelson Office 
Supply is the hanging of post binders on staggered 
“railings” which are slipped into the shelf support 
fittings on a wall run. This technique keeps unwieldy

Tieing in with the convention 
theme will be a Sept. 26 panel dis- 
cussion of “Automation in the Of- 
fice Revolution.” Discussing auto- 
mation’s impact on people, offices 
and management will be spokes- 
men from the New York Times, 
IBM, Univac and Honeywell- 
Datamatic. Many of the 450 ex- 
hibitors will relate their displays 
to the same theme by showing 
auxiliary automation items which

Two subjects of special interest 
to stationery and office equipment 
dealers will be covered Wednesday 
morning, Sept. 28. One is a report 
from Harbridge House consultants 
on branch store and shopping cep 
ter store operations, advising deak 
ers how to sell in the suburbs 
where one-third of the U. S. pop 
ulation now lives. The second part 
of the program on the final day 
will be a panel discussion on archi- 
tect-dealer relations, moderated by 
George Reinoehl, executive vice 
president of the Executive Furni- 
ture Guild of America. 

A proposal to revise NSOEA dis- 
trict boundaries and reduce the 
number of districts from 14 to 10 
will be acted upon at the annual 
Board of Control meeting on the 
opening day of the convention. 
The change has been recommended 
by the executive committee in or- 
der to provide more accurate sta- 
tistical reports and so that more 
successful district projects can be 
undertaken. 

If approved by the board, the 
changes will become effective after 
the 14 regional meetings for 1961 
have been held. The proposed re- 
alignment, as shown in accom- 
panying diagrams, would have its 
greatest effect in the Midwest. Re- 
gional lines in the Northeast and 
South would also be revised. 

“Many advantages to both 
members and the industry as a 
whole are foreseen as a result of 
adoption of this recommendation,” 
said W. Neill Stewart, Jr., NSOEA 
president, in announcing the pre 
posal. “Larger territories will mean 
increased district membership, 
greater participation at individual 
meetings and a substantial saving 
in time and expense for manufac 
turers and officers who normally 
attend a number of meetings.” 

Under the proposed consolida- 
tion, six districts would retain their 
present boundaries, except for the 
addition of Alaska and Hawaii to 
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the Pacific Northwest and the 
Southern California districts re- 
spectively. The other eight of the 
present 14 districts would be re- 
grouped into four larger units. 
Another proposed change would 
revise the by-laws to establish a 
new office in NSOEA, chairman 
of the board of control, an hon- 
orary title to go each year to the 
immediate past president of the 
association. 

A new NSOEA project will be 
outlined at the convention by Ros- 


coe C. Edlund of Rogers, Slade & 
Hill, a management consulting 


firm which has been retained to 
take an objective look at the in- 
dustry, the Association and each 
of the services rendered by 
NSOEA. Research for the survey

permanent staff people worked 14 to 16 hours a day 
and about 25 volunteers put in an average of 12 
hours a day. Between them they distributed 250,000 
sheets of duplicated information every 24 hours, col- 
lated and stapled in sets. Although some documents 
ran as high as 200 sheets, hundreds of different or- 
iginal were reproduced every day. 

The increased information required by this year’s 
Republican convention over that of four years ago 
more than doubled the number of sheets consumed, 
according to Mrs. Dorothy Miller, supervisor of ad- 
ministrative services for the Republican National 
Committee. 

“We ran off almost 2-14 million sheets during 
the 1960 convention,” she declared, adding that the 
job could not have been accomplished without the 
help of volunteer workers and the high-speed equip- 
ment loaned by manufacturers. 

“One technique suggested by A. B. Dick Co. — 
the use of photocopy machines to make transfer 
plates for use on the offset machine to run off up to 
9,000 copies per hour — saved many hundreds of 
hours of typing lime,” Mrs. Miller said. “By using 
the transfer plate technique we didn’t have to retype 
duplicating masters to re-run additional copies of 
documents. The operator merely exposed an alumi- 
num transfer plate to an existing copy in the photo- 
copier and then ran off the required number of copies
